The address of welcome for Washing- 


ton, 
was delivered l>y I'ostmaster-Uen- 


eral Wuilamaker. lie .said lie felt some- 
what out of plnce to speak for Wash- 
ington, yet there was a sense in which 
nil Aiufiicniib may claim a citizenship 
here. 
Whatever was tlie v/ord be&,t ex- 


pressing love, Miiil Mi'.Wanamaker.waa 
the word that lie wished to be under- 
blood as using. 


The secretary read the report on the 


work of tlie organisation. The morn- 
ing session then closed. 


At tlie afternoon session a number 


of papers were read bearing upon thu 
work of tlio convention at different 
places throughout the United States.

President-Elect Vlouna at Washington. 


WASHINGTON, Nov. 0.—Senor Vienna, 


the exiled ex-president-elect of Chili, 
is at the Arlington, accompanied by 
bis family and by ISalmaeecla's minis- 
ter to 1'oru. He has been in tire city 
for two days, but his identity was not 
known. He has received no recogni- 
tion as tlio vibiting executive of n 
foreign country, and has seen neither 
the president nor Secretary Blaine. 
Neither 
has the 
Chilian 
legation 


extended any recognition, He does not 
speak English, and has therefore tem- 
porarily escaped the interviewers here. 
It is understood that he regards the 
newly-formed government aa unstable, 
and that he is looking for a restoration 
of Uie old regime, which would estab- 
lish him aa president, to which office 
he was elected to succeed Balmaceda, 
but waa never inaugurated. 


It Is said that tho object of his visit 


is to sound his friends on the subject of 
restoration, and by observation to de- 
termine what would be thfc attitude of 
this country toward him bhould there 
bo hostilities between this country and 
Chili 
He probably has hopes that 


should the new government provoke 
tho United Stutea to war he mlghthave 
Ills rights acknowledged, and yet bo 
president of Chili. 
Brazil'* Diplomatic and Consular Serv- 


ice. 


WASHINGTON. Nov. 0.—The bureau 


ot American republics is informed that 
the Brazilian government has veorgan- 
i/eil its diplomatic and consular serv- 
ice, reducing expenditures very consid- 
erably by abolishing the legations 
at Kt. Petersburg, Vienna and the 
Vatican. 
The government has also 


consolidated the Venezuelan legation 
with that of Mexico, tlie Bolivian lega- 
tion with that of Peru, and tho lega- 
tion of 1'ortugal with that of Spain. 
The importance attached to the United 
States legation is shown by the fact 
that it is elevated to the first class, and 
the staff of the ministry increased by 
the addition of second and third secre- 
taries with a force of clerks. 


DEAD, BUT UNBDE1ED. 


A Woman's Body Lies Three Monthi 


Without Burial In Buffalo. 


BUFFALO, N. Y., Nov. 0.—A horrible 


ease of a human being lying nnburied 
for almost three months right in tho 
heart of the city was brought to light 
yesterday when the body of Mrs. Bar- 
bara Luber, aged 84 years, was found 
in 
the room of the frame house 


924 Washington street, where she had 
lived with her daughter. The body 
was lying on the floor covered with 
some bed clothing, and was in a fear- 
ful state of decomposition. 


Mrs. 
Moehel, the daughter, has at 


different times been insane and was 
only discharged from the asylum a few 
months ago. She stated to the coroner 
that on August 7 last she found her 
mother dead on the bedro«m floor.

NEW 
YonK, Nov. 0.—Senor Don 


Eduardo Matte, a member of the Chil- 
ian congress, in a letter from Santiago, 
to a friend in this city, sends mi ac- 
count of affairs which have occurred in 
that republic since the congressionalist 
party came into power. Seuor Matte 
in his letter says: 


"After 13almaced:i's death it was 


I, found that Die deceased prchidcnt left 


four letters, one each for his wife, and 
mother, one for a friend whose name 
could not be ascertained, but who is 
believed to be the presiJent-elect of 
the Ualmacedist party, and the fourth 
for Senor Uriburri, one- of Ualmuceda's 
most intimate friends. 
In this letter 


there is a very blgnlHcant postscrip, 
which reads as follows 
'P, S. 1 count 


upon it, in all events, that you fullflll 
the secret charge of honor that 1 ell- 
trusted you with lust night for the per- 
sons of whom you know.'" 


"This postscript has been pretty well 


looked into, and it is now ascertained 
that it refers to certain money matters 
which 
liahunceda 
was negotiating 


through the Argentine minister. One 
of these matters concern the million 
dollars in specie .sent to England via 
the Argentine republic in the English 
man-of-war. Tlie other matters will 
bo made clear later on. This much 
can be said, however, that the Argen- 
tine government has been communi- 
cated with and ivquesled to remove 
Senor Uribim-i from the Chilian mis- 
sion. It is believed here that cither 
Uriburri or the Argentine government 
will make a demand in England for the 
money that Knlmaceda sent there. 
Time will show, however, what will 
actually bo done. 


"All the foreign powers represented 


at Santiago have been very friendly to- 
wards the congrchsionalists and to the 
junta, except Argentine, England anil 
the United States, especially the lat- 
ter. The entire junta view the United 
States minister, Egan, with marked 
distrust; and though no 
very loud 


words are spoken, anathemas low and 
mutteriugs dee)), far above « whisper, 
are launched upon his head by Chilians 
of both parties; the eongressioaaliijts, 
because of Senor Egan's favoritism 
and partiality to Balmaceda's cause, 
instead of remaining neutral, as he 
should have done; and the Balmaced- 
ists, because he ill-advised Balmaceda 
and buoyed him up with false hopes of 
victory. lie wil! be served the f»amo 
way as Argentine's representative, by 
having his recall demanded, and it is 
not saying too much to remark that 
Egan nnd his actions are not doing 
hia country any good in Chill. 


"This sentiment among tho Chilians 


is growing more universal and stronger 
each day; and now that the calm and 
cool deliberation that succeeds the bat- 
tle's fray predominates, fresh fire is 
apt to be engendered, and now compli- 
cations may arise."

taken was dated October 5.

light of the murderer, supposed to be 
Jobert Moloy who, with his companion,

;he back door and through the Combs 
restaurant on to Water street, where 
they disappeared and have not since been 
seen or heard of, Ogden dropped on the 
ioor in front of the bar and died a few 
minutes after he had remarked to Mel- 
horn, "I believe I hove been hurt." 


THE PAKTIOULAK3. 


After the fact of the murder had be- 


come known it was over two hours before 
Marshal Mason or the reporters could 
get at the particulars, or reach a conclu- 
sion as to the probable identity of the 
murderer. 
All the people knew for 


awhile was that there had been a dispute 
in a gambling room, and that there was 
!i fight in the Melhorn saloon in which 
Oprden wus stabbed in the side. All was 
excitement. Finally it wus learned that 
during the afternoon Ogden and his 
friend, Will Dunham, known as "lute" 
Dunham, had been out buggy-riding and 
visiting various saloons 
By night they 


were under the 
influence of liquor, 


Shortly after 8 o'clock they entered the 
Melhorn saloon, and passed through and 
up the back stairway into the Cyrus Rob- 
inson poker room over the saloon, llob- 
inson was asleep on a lounge, but Harry 
Hathaway was 10 ohrnge of the room. 
Will Kramsr, two strangers, Kobert Me- 
loy and his friend Ed, n party named 
Huffmaetor and the murdered man, 


Buff" Ogdei, were in the room, but 
Ogden was not in the game. Soon there 
was a dispute between Dunham and 
Kramer. There had been a deal. All of 
Dunham's money was in the "pot" and it 
was a show-down. Kramer and Dun- 
ham had each drawn three cards. Kra- 
mer was slow making a show of his 
hand, and Dunham reached over and 
"Hashed" the cards, or turned them 
over. A new deal was "colled for and 
when it was thown that Kramer had won 
Dunham arose quickly, evidently with 
the intent to assault Kramer. At this 
juncture Hathaway caught Dunham by 
the arms and held him back, at the same 
time ordering Kramer to get out, saying 
he wouldn't have any disturbance in the 
place. 
Robinson wus aroused by the 


talk, and he also ordered Kramer to leave 
the room. 
Kramer passed down the 


back stairway, as did also Meloy and his 
friend. Hathaway held on to Dunham 
until the sound of toot-steps could not 
be heard and then he let him go. Both 
Dunham and Ogden 
then departed. 


What passed between them on the way 
down is not known. Ogden was in a rage 
as a witness of the trouble in the gam- 
bling room. There is an open space st 
the foot of the stairway back of the 
saloon and there Dunham stopped for a 
few moments, Ogden going into the 
saloon alone. In the meantime Kramer 
had gone throngh the saloon out on 
East Mam street, and when Odgen en- 
tered from the rear Meloy and his friend 
were going through toward the front 
door. Ogden, with a threat, nailed to the 
two men to stop, that he could do them 
both up. The men kept on going and 
Ogclen quickened his 
steps, passing 


through the swinging screen doors, where 
he came at once to Meloy. The threat 
of Ogden was the first Melborn knew 
that there had been any trouble. He 
was sitting on a chair near the stove and 
got up and went behind the bar, suppos- 
ing that the two men who preceded 
Ogden might stop at the bar. On reach- 
ing the middle ot the bar Melhorn heard 
the scuffling in the open space beyond 
the screen doors and he started back to 
?et to the men to separate them, When 
tie came aronnd the end ot the bar the 
three men had pushed (heir way back 
through the screen doors and were in 
front of the bar when Melhorn got near 
them. The mim "Ed" did not appear to 
hava a hand in the fight. He had got 
near tho stove and had bold of n chair as 
if he would use it, Meloy and Ogden 
were oloaa together when Meloy broke 
away and passed quickly out of the saloon 
through the back door, followed by his 
friend. Melhorn stepped up to Ogden, 
who appeared to be in pain, and just 
then Ogden said, "I believe I'm hurt," at 
the same time lifting the lower edge ot 
his vest on the left side. A moment 
later Ogden fell heavily upon the floor, 
and in a short time he was dead. The 
"scrap" in front of the screen doors and 
the scuffle in front of the bar consumed 
but a few minutes. In fact, the murder 
was committed as quickly as it was pos- 
sible for the party to leave the gam- 
bling room, pass throngh the saloon, 
reach the front and oome together.

SBABOHING FOR THE MTBDEBEB. 


It was only throngh Hatbaway that 


Marshal Mason oonld secure a descrip- 
tion of tbe two men under suspicion. 
Hathaway had seen Meloy before and 
knew that he had been a farm hand in 
the employ of Jobn Holmes, residing 
half a mile north ot Hometown. The 
man "Ea" was a stranger in DeoBtar. 
The pointer was enough for action, and 
immediately Captain Bailey and Officers 
Mutherspangh and Imboden were sent to 
the Holmes place in an open carriage, 
with the slight hope of capturing the 
two men, or at the least to learn some- 
thing about them. Holmes knew Robert 
Meloy. 
He bad worked for him. He 


did not know tbe other man.1 Both had 
been shucking corn for Thomos Talbert, 
1J-; miles southwest of Hometown, but 
the painter had been discharged because 
he was too slow. Both men quit work 
Thursday morning, stating tbat they 
were going to Warrensburg to seek em- 
ployment, but instead of going there 
they came to Deoatur. It was learned 
further that the home of both men is at 
Soottsburg, Ind. No trace of the men 
could be found, and the officers returned 
to the> city. 


OFFICIAL DESCRIPTION. 


Marshal Mason has prepared the fol- 


lowing correct description of Meloy and 
the man "Ed."; 


Robert Meloy, o young roan about 28 


ynarsold, 5 feet 0 inches call, medium 
build, weight about 160 pounds; medium 
complected; dark sandy or brown mus- 
tache (light in weight); dark hair; noes 
a little turned up at the end. Stood 
erect; rather good looking and genteel in 
appearance; works as a farm hand.

Wore a faded brown short sack, single- 
breasted coat, dark pants with a colored 
stripe running up and down; black stiff 
bat; clothes all well worn; claimed to be 
from Soottsbnrg, Ind. 


THB INQUEST,

in progress this afternooo, conducted by 
Coroner Bendnre at the Bnllard rooms. 
The jurymen are Emil F. Young, W. B. 
Koll, E. H. Baker, H. D. Heil, W. F. Oal- 
honn and B. A. Newell.

moned by the coroner np to one o'clock 
were James Wallace, Jobn Melhorn, 
Harry Hathaway, William Kramer and 
Adam Melhorn.

NO TIBINQS. 


The officers have received no pointers 


as to tbe whereabouts of Meloy and his 
friend. They have either fled to ports 
unknown or are in seclusion near Deoa- 
tnr. It is oommou talk that the party 
who committed the deed would save 
trouble and mental worry if he would 
surrender himself and stand trial. But 
few believe be would be convicted. All 
the evidence thus far points to a fight, 
with Ogden as the pursuer and aggressor

THE ESCAPE. 


Meloy and bis friend evidently knew 


the quickest way ot making their escape. 
They got out the back way and passed 
through the kitchen into Combs' restau- 
rant and out on Water street. Two men 
at the Combs lunch counter saw the 
parties pass through. They walked rap- 
idly. One ot the men bad a knife in kin 
hand which he closed end put in his 
pocket. The people in the restaurant 
bad not then heard of the murder, and 
tbey were not especially interested in 
the appearance or conduct of the stran- 
gere, as it frequently occurs that parties 
pass to and fro from the saloon through 
the restaurant, 


THE FATA! STAB. 


Dr. H. D. Heil was tbe first physician 


to reach tbe saloon in response to a sum- 
mons, and with him came Marshal Mason 
and other officers. The doctor found 
Ogden dead. Tbe wound was hastily 
examined. The stab was on the left side, 
four inches below the nipple, The cut 
as shown in tbe side is an inch wide and 
several inches deep, the knife severing 
the abdominal artery, causing death from 
internal hemorrhage. Ogden'a clothing 
was saturated with his life blood, and 
upon the floor was a great pool of blood. 


Later Coroner Beudnre arrived and he 


bad the body of Ogden removed to J. B. 
Bullard's undertaking rooms where a 
great crowd had assembled to get a look 
at the remains, but only a few were ad- 
mitted.
